Subject restatement made J>y Col. HaTZ 

lo Attached is a stateraent allegedly made by Col. Otto HATZ 
to a British agent and vmich v;e believe to be valid. 

2. HATZ was formerly Hungarian Military attache in Istanbul.* 
This statment v/as made about the middle of June^ follovving HaTZ*s 
arrest in Hungary and parolLlong enough to come hers and settle 
his personal affairs, 

3. In addition to the fact that the statement mentions persons 
\yho are believed to be 033 personnel^ v;e believe the statement of 
furth gr; int erest for two reasons: first, it throws further light on 
th^^^RGXluatter and, second, it shov/s that the British contacted 
HATzT^^?er advising our people net to see hLm,v<'hen he returned. 
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This stateiiB nt was iTuide by Colonel MATT to a .Britisih agent here, 

”A few days after my arrival at Budapest, I vw.s arrested mernr- 
bers of the Gernirm Army and put • into the prison of the 3uda Court of 
Justice, ?o utca 70, which is now the prison of tlie German Arnp^ and the 33. 
I soon found that three /jnerican officers who descended by pax-acriutes in 
the district of Kurakos, Hungary, early in March, v^re placed near ray cell. 
I believe that the chief officer o.mong tho'^^ 1s calJLed Golone.l Ouke, I 
saw all three of them wearing Amerj.can uniforras being treated well, and 
vrere sent there to be exaurdned. ;'.fterv;ai*ds they r'dll be transferred into' 
German prisoners of vw'T camps. ” 





"The chief charge against me g.vas that I copspired wdth the 
/jTiericans in Istanbul, The raan A ndrew GTORGY (GRCA-'tV.- viio wa.s arrested 
after March l^Wi, disclosed rll def aiTs r ic an'^c ont a.c t s , My mis- 

sis t ant 6-' GYAJ u ; ^-g and several other leading members of the Hungarian General 
Staff, v;ere also’^Srrested, Ahen examined, raost of the 'ruestions put to .me 
referred to the three wireless sets which ■ 3A.GY-M-iI and I took to Budapest 
frora Istanbul, and which v'ere given to us by xmericans. Fortunatelj*, only 
one of them v;as found probably ad the building of the Hungaa"ian Cieneral 
Staff, the second ha.d been destroyed, and the thixxi one. is hidden in the 
town of Doinbovar, This latter has been taken to pieces, and v/e cannot, at 
present put it together o" 

\^"Lothan IujVSSj, the Istanbul representative of the Hiu'igarien 
Naviagatmon uoiiipeny, wUio ha^ened to be in iduda^Bst on the 19th of I-Aarch, 
v;as like’wise enrested. He wn.s already on the w;ay back to Istanbul when 
at the. frontier station, at Darda_, he v/as forced to leturn. KCVACA v/as 
my inteznreter in niy convers^itions v.dth the mnericauu I did not want 
GYA ’GY to be present, and it v^as probably out of jealousy that GYA(GY dis- 
closed the name of ICAVAAo too," 

"Our discharge wwas finalljr due to an intervention by the Regent o 
I understood that he threatened to resi,gn, unless the Hungarian officers 
arrested by the Germans w/ould be delivered to the proper Hungaria^n mili- 
tary authorities. Thus I (and the other Jtaff Officers) together v;ith 
B.\GY0?AI v-rere set at liberty, and had to v/ait a few w-eeks until ave were dis- 
crwarged by the Hungarian Military Court, I iwas, how/ever, as a Icincl of dis- 
ciplinary puiaishment^ relieved of my duties as Militar;/ Attache at 
Istanbul, and I ha.d to re'-'uest for being sent to the 8u.ssia.n front. On 
.parole, I wavS a.llov/ed to return for a few* days to Istaiibal, together with 
B.aGjAAHI, in order to settle my affairs here. And sc I have to return hovf. 
For ho;/ long I nave to stay to the Russian front, I do not kiiov:. For the 
time being I have to be very careful,"
